Every step in averr departuieni 
of their work I* (o teach lha Cbinete 
themitelve* to evangelize China. Tu 
thit and every convert I* taught lo 
make regalar cantributlon*, no mat- 
ter how small the eontrlbution* may 
be. ilintioii statloiia arc scatlered 
over a large territory, extending from 
20 to 40 (filler fttm Swtktow. and tram 
the*a ' Maiioh* tbb eoMwl* eonie to 
Swaiow aBarjr two months to beex- 
anilnaditaBd reeelved Into the mem- 
bership ot the churches. The con- 
verts do not all come from one lorali- 
ly ; they come from many localities.

Thet'h*v*M VooKa on «hanli**rf or 
any of tba *blaflflM.'-'Th«jOhllit*e in 
not a progressive people. Intellect- 
nally ihey stood higher three hundred 
years ago than they do to-day. Noth- 
ing but the Bible can elevate them- 
We thonld have a part In tho work 
of elevaliug the CblnesB mentally, 
morally, and *plritually. Tbe Bible 
i* the only mean* by which thi* can 
be done. 

The Chinese are a polite ptople ; 
'>ut thev have no Sabbath, Bo day of 
rrst. They onlir have eome anaaal 
festival days, similar to our Christ- 
mas and Fourth of Jnly. They have 
no division of time corresponding lo 
our division of time into neveu days. 
O bow our heerta «hould go net in 
pity and armpathy for tlie million* of 
blind healhah who hare ao Sabbaih, 
no light, no knowledge of tho tr«tb| 
or of a emelAed Bavior, 

Onr brethren iu China have no 
dllBculty with oor Pedabaplist friends 
on Ihe hapltamal qtiMtlOa. Our mode 
of baptiiM i««MM aMMhiBf la tba 
eye* at t Clilnaimti, bot tpnnhthit 
ha* no •igniteanra. The Chini- 
man say* that our baptism Is.a wash- 
ing, but the Pedobaptlst performance 
I* not a washing at all. "The transla-

Dr.Jetsup, Preebyierian mission- 
ary at Btmi, Syria, wa* ia the city a 
few wetks ago larinring on his'work 
among the Arabe.

whoae condition, attur hi* migratior, 
will be worse tlian b«fore, anil to the 
western settler, to whom the InAox 
wi>l be an vMnigirtalff'ttBhaBre. In 
K*n*a*, wMoh^m* 4a ba the pre*- 
ent objMtof.lM* migration, there is 
no market whatever for the kind of 
labor for which Uteie negroes are fit. 
Ninety-nine to Ihe hundred of Kansas 
fkmier* are owner* of bot 160 to 330 
aeree of lead and do all their own 
work. It i* talb to *ay that not one 
In fifty of these quick-moving, alert 
and hard-working men wuuld have 
(be average negro around and in the 
wav at any price. Tlio*o who em- 
ploy labor at all IB the regtmnortb 
of Arkausu, do not want th* unskill- 
ed kind, 'i'liey are men who uae 
iteatu plows, who plant and cultiVHte 
with iiorsei and drills, who reap iml 
thresh with machiiierv, and who 
waut laborort of an entirely diSbrent 
tort from til* iguorant negroe* who 
aro Ancking thither. TheH will in- 
evitably (Ottie in the town*, whcrs 
they will hnddl* iu squalor and lari- 
nest, and will really be a burden on 
the coiumoiilty. The only plare 
where they are needed, or where tbrr 
will be produotivc, aol|.anMaInIiig 
and useful, Is on fbc sontlierii iilanla- 
tioni, where they ar* uncd to the 
kind of work required. They are 
altogether loo dull and tuy lo *nlt 
Yankee farmer*. If Senator Wla- 
dom gets filteen or twenty thousaiul 
negroei into Minnesota he will be apt 
lo get more curie' than thanks from 
hit coiittiluentt; but if he will take 
a few Ihouaand oi^t of Washington 
the pmja |wr^ wHfltfY 
to *uppoi't, will eeHalhly not roni- 
|ilain ofrulonizing them In the Slaleil 
of Indiana, Ohio and New York in 
tufllcient nombcrt lo carry theto 
Slate* next year it a srhcine wortliy 
of it* org*,nizatlo<ia.

Lot tho tobacco you do culllvate be a 
bettor (juallty than has lierelofore 
been cultivated, and the results will 
bethat farmei-i will realize as much 
more money for whiU tobacco they do 
cultlTats than at premnt.
